provide the complete answer to the needs 
At a recent meeting, the Commission authorised that a network of 
rabbit farina Im* established on un egperlnieiital basis I ii eight county 


sud turn over to their District G am e Protector for distribution In the 
township Iii whit It the area Is located. 
The Commission feels that as the program spreads these rabbit 
farm ureas will eventually produce enough cottontail! for future re­ 
stocking and the payment for these bunnies will be to our own Penn­ 
sylvania farmers. 
It should ie* noted that through this plan an opportunity la offered 
to farmer* to raise* a crop of wildlife, often on previously unproductive 
acreage In spending money with Pennsylvania farmer*, the Commission, 
through Its new program, will give a cash premium to farmers for their 
contribution to wildlife conservation. The Commission feels that hunter’* 
money could not Im* spent more properly than with the people who pro­ 
vide most of the land on which we hunt.
